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The Solomonic Ritual Bath is found in the Key of 
Solomon and presented here as a small booklet that is 
to be printed front and back, bound, and laminated for 
carrying out the workings of a practicing ceremonial 
magician. The two main sources for the ritual bath is 
drawn from Skinner and Rankine’s Veritable Key of 
Solomon of the Golden Hoard Press and S.L. Mathers’ 
translation of Weiser Books. There are slight variations 
between the two and both are presented here so that 
the modern day magician may choose which version he 
prefers. The procedural order has been slightly 
modified based on my personal interpretation. | 
suspect that the barbarous names (probably corrupted 
Greek or Graecized Hebrew divine names) were 
intended to be chanted while the magician was bathing 
and the psalms spoken while standing outside the bath. 
The New Revised Standard Version (NRSV) is the biblical 
scholar’s preferred English translation and presented 
here. 
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Caking the Bath 


Prepare the bath, disrobe, and recite Psalm 14, 27, 54, 
81, 105. 

Enter the bath and recite the Exorcism of Water. 
Recite three times the Barbarous Names for the First 
Bath Purification while washing oneself. 

After the bath, drain the tub, dry yourself with the 
white towel, and sprinkle yourself with holy water while 
reciting the Aspersion Prayer. 

While donning the Solomonic robe, recite Psalms 102, 
51, 4, 30, 119:97, 114, 126, and 139. 

Recite the Prayer after the First Bath. 

Return to the bath, filling the tub with water. Holding 
the Salt, recite the Benediction of the Salt. Recite 
Psalm 103 over the Salt and sprinkle it into the water. 
Disrobe yourself and recite Psalm 104 and 81. 

Enter the bath a second time, and recite three times the 
Barbarous Names for the Second Bath Purification. 
Exit the bath, don the Solomonic robe while reciting 
Psalms 15, Prayer for Donning the Vestments of 
Power, 131, 137, 117, 68, and 127. After this, perfume 
and sprinkle yourself according to the Art. 
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Vervain
